ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 88.—The confes- 


sion of MeGough, who declares he mur- 
dered Robert Boss, is at last made public. 
It is to figure in "Bat" Shea's application 
for a new trial made at Scoharie today. 


District Attorney Burlingame has made 
lengthy report in the case to Governor 


Morton, and this report is to be used by 
the counsel for the prisoner. 


In his confession MoQough declares that 


he shot Eobart Boss in the head and 
killed him. He did this, be avows, before 
he came in collision with William Ross, 
William Quigley and Adam Boss. 


"I myself," says McQough, "had been 


shot prior to the time I discharged my re- 
volver at Robert Boas. He had jumped 
or fallen on me in the ravine and had got- 
ten up and was running after Shea. When 
I shot it was simultaneous almost with 
a shot delivered by Boland, or with shots 
from other pistols, and Ross fell where he 
stood. 


"I did not see Robert Ross rise after he 


feU. 
Before I got off my knees William 


Ross, Quigler and Adam Ross came upon 
me. Those three men struck me with 
clubs, and while they or some of the three 
were striking me I fired two more shots. 
Then I was knocked senseless and re- 
lazed my hold on my revolver. 


'I recovered myself and went in a wes- 


terly direction, followed by other men. 
There were three shots fired by some per- 
son or persons other than myself at or 
about the time I fired the one shot, mak- 
ing four altogether while I was yet on my 
knees. I cannot tell whether the shot I 
fired was the first, second or third of the 
four shots. I know one of the four shots 
was fired after 1 fired." 


At 3 o'clock the lawyers were still argu. 


ing the Shea case at Scoharie. The argu- 
ments are long and it is not known when 
they may end or the decision be given. 


DISTRESS IN MID-OCEAN. 


Catalonia Breaks Her Shaft and Is Towed 


To Port.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—The White Star 


steamer Cevic arrived this morning from 
Liverpool and reports that she passed the 
Cunarder, Catalonia January 22, a thou. 
sand miles from shore in distress, with 
her shaft broken. Her captain desired to 
be towed to Boston, but Captain Nicol of 
the Cevic declined because of the great 
distance.

SHIPWRECKED. 


Ten Drowned Off Long Island on Their 


Way to Cuba. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


BOSTON, Jan. 28.—Last Sunday the 


steamer J. W. Hawkins, commanded by 
Oapt. Woodrow, sailed from New York 
with seventy-five or one hundred men 
bound, it is alleged, for Cuba, where, it is 
further claimed, the party was to join the 
Cuban army. 
When off tbe east end of 


Long Island the. steamer sprang a serious 
leak and the water gained so rapidly that 
all hands were compelled to take to the 
boats. 


Monday the men were picked up by 


passing schooners, among tuem being the 
Helen H. Benedict, Norfolk for Boston. 
The Benedict picked up twenty-five of 
the men and landed them last night at 
Vineyard Haven, whence they started for 
New York this morning. 


It is reported by those rescued from the 


steamer Hawkins that the vessel's cargo 
consisted of (26,000 worth of ammunition. 
The schooner Alicia B. Crosby, Newport 


news for Boston fell in with the boat con- 
taining twenty-three of those who left the 
Hawkins, but owing to a rough sea suc- 
ceeded in saving only thirteen, the other 
ten being drowned. The survivors were 
landed at Wood's Holl this morning. An- 
other schooner picked up seventy-five of 
the wrecked people and it is supposed put 
back with them to Delaware breakwater- 


SENATOR JONES DID IT. 


Will Not Vote for Tariff Till Silver Is 


Voted.

WASHINGTON, Jan- 28.—The tariff bill 


will not be reported to the senate till after 
a vote has been taken in the senate on the 
free coinage substitute to the house bond 
bill. The finance committee did not take 
the bill up for consideration this morning. 
In fact, it was not referred to a full meet- 
ing. But an understanding was reached 
before the Democratic members arrived 
at the committee room.

that Jones of Nevada notified his Repub- 
lican associates that he would not give 
them the vote necessary to report the bill 
until the free silver substitute of the sen- 
ate had been clinched.

after this shall have been done the com- 
mittee on finance will be able to render a 
tariff bill. 


FOR PEACE! 


The Memorial to Be Circulated In the 


United States and England.

LONDON, Jan. 28.—The memorial to be 


issued for signatures in the United King- 
dom and the United States concludes: 
" Without expressing any opinion upon 
the pending controversies, we earnestly 
press to prompt conclusion a treaty 
whereby all disputes between Great 
Britain and the United States shall be 
referred to a permanent tribunal repre- 
senting both nations." The committee ia 
a strong one and includes the Bishop of 
Durham, deans of Canterbury and West- 
minster, Rev. Hugh Price Hughs, William 
T. Stead. The committee comprises no- 
body of prominence in politics, trade or 
the army.

FITCHBURG RAILROAD SUED. 


Damages are Claimed In the Sum of Forty 


Thousand Dollars. 


The TRANSCRIPT has recently contained 


statements to the effect that a suit for 
damages was likely to be brought against 
the Fitchburg Railroad company by the 
executor of the estates of the four young 
men who were killed by a crossing acci- 
dent at Pownal, Vt., last summer. Tbe 
relation to the same subject the Troy 
Press of last night says: 


"A suit that will attract much attention 


in Vermont was begun in the WHndham 
county court the past week. It is brought 
by George A. Boyden of Brattleboro, ex- 
ecutor of the estates of Oliver Daudlin, 
Jerry Trudeau, Edward Chaput and Ed- 
ward Roque of North Adams, Mass., 
against the Fitchburg railroad, the amount 
claimed in each case being $10,000, a tola1 
of |40,000. These young men were killed 
in Pownal one Sunday last July while on 
their way home from the latter village. 
The accident was the cause of an iiiquett 
by tbe authorities or Pownal, and Iroin 
the state board of railway commissioners. 
The supposition, after the inquest was fin- 
ished and the board of commissioners had 
made their report, was that no action 
against the company would be taken, but 
such proves not to be the case. Last week 
in the town of Rockingham the sheriff of 
Windham county attached four freight 
cars, numbers 3,208,4,696, 8,197 and 24,128, 
belonging to the Fitchburg company. The 
writ is returnable to the county court of 
Windham county, which sits in Newfane 
in March." 


WILL RETURN TO JAIL.

Ha 
had nothing to offer in extenuation of his 
act this morning unless that there were 
other articles of more, value than the 
watch which he might have stolen 
SpecialjusticeWoodhead sentenced him 
to thirty days in the house of correction. 


In the District Court. 


Patrick Hayden was accused of drunk- 


enness in court this morning. It was 
shown that when he was arrested last 
night he bad a cuspidore in his possession 
which belonged in M. M. Welch's saloon. 
It was his first offence and he was placed 
on probation for three months.

Lawyer John E. Magenia stated that the 
parties interested had agreed to settle the 
matter and pay the costs of the court.

up this morning. Mrs. Kelly was present 
and testified to her husband's inability to 
give up drinking. Deputy Sheriff Mo- 
loney made a statement of the case. 
Kelly was discharged on the vagrancy 
charge and sentenced to six months at 
Bridgewater on the charge of drunken- 
ness.

Young People's union to hold a meeting 
In the Baptist church February 18, when 
the subject of the Armenians •will be dis- 
cussed at length. Three of the members 
of the union have agreed to read papers. 
The meeting will be an Instructive one 
and it is hoped it will be the means of do- 
ing some good. 


Mrs. George H. Kearn will read a paper 


on the "The Religion of the Turks," Miss 
Dora Badlo will have an article on "The 
People of Armenia,"and Miss Emma 
Tingue has signified a willingness to pre- 
pare a paper on "The Existing Political 
Conditions in Armenia." 


Key. Mr. Penney has engaged E. Santi- 


kian, an Armenian who has but recently 
returned 
from 
his native land, and 


who 
has 
been 
an 
eye 
witness 


to the atrocities perpetrated there. 
Mr. Santikian is now living in Andover 
and ia in the theological school there. 
After finishing a course of study in that 
school six years ago he returned to Arme- 
nia and established a church for the 
teaching of the Christian religion. His 
endeavors were meeting with gratifying 
success, but the state of affairs became so 
serious that he considered himself fortu- 
nate in getting away alive. His talk will 
be of interest to everyone and the meet- 
ing will undoubtedly be largely attended. 


Proposed Ha*i Meeting;. 


The Baptist Young People's union de- 


cided that, commencing with the new 
year, it would take for the subjects of its 
monthly meetings, topics which would be 
of general public interest and to make an 
effort to hold such meetings as would be 
attended by the public. It was agreed 
that the subject of Armenian affairs 
should be the topic for the next monthly 
meeting and the idea has led to a proposed 
mass meeting to be held in the Baptist 
church. The clergy have already taken 
steps to bring about such a meeting, and 
although no definite date has been settled 
upon, it will probably occur the second 
week in February.

talks upon the burning question will be 
made by the clergy and some of the 
prominent men of this city. The purpose 
of the meeting will be to get the senti- 
ments of the people of this community 
and express them in the* form of resolu- 
tions. A copy of the resolutions will be 
sent to Congressman Wright, who will be 
asked to use his influence in the effort to 
be made to bring about a cessation of the 
horrible atrocities being practiced in Ar- 
menia, and it is hoped he may be aided in 
his efforts by expressions of sympathy for 
that oppressed race from the citizens of 
this city.

D. Clapp came to this place to take 
charge of the Eagle and Braytonville 
mills.

Clapp died at Southampton in 1878. Mrs. 
Clapp married John Hanley of this city in 
1879 and made her borne here since that 
time. Mr. Hanley died in 1884

Hanley had experienced good

His Father and Mather Left Last Night 


for Mechnnlcvilletobe at His Bed- 


side.

Patrick Sullivan, 21, son of Michael Sul- 


livan of Centre street, this city was ser- 
iously injured yesterday near Troy, N. Y., 
in attempting to board a Hudson River 
railroad train. It is believed the accident 
occurred in the morning although his 
parents did not bear of it until the even- 
ing. As soon as it was known here Mr. 
and Mrs. Sullivan and their son prepared 
to go to Mechanicville where the injured 
young man lay. They left on the S o'clock 
train. 


Patrick Sullivan, who is well known 


here, left this city Sunday morning in 
company with a young man from New 
York state, who has been here peddling 
soap. This young man had influenced 
Sullivan to go to New York and get work. 
The last seen of them here was when they 
were walking westward on the Fitchburg 
tracks. It is believed that they got to 
Troy by stealing 
rides 
on freight 


trains and that they were 
trying 


to make their 
way further 
west 


when the accident happened. It seems 
there was much doubt in tbe minds of 
those into whose hands Sullivan fell when 
injured as to his home. They learned his 
name was Sullivan and a dispatch was sent 
here asking if there was a man of that 
name from this city, a brakeman on the 
Fitchburg road. Not getting a satisfactory 
answer the injured man was taken 
to tbe home of P. Sullivan of Mechanic- 
ville where he now is. It was probably 
when he had a gleam of consciousness 
that his home was learned. No word had 
been received as late as 1 o'clock today 
about his condition. It was learned last 
night the last rites of the church had been 
administered to him. His recovery is 
doubtful.

interesting Statistics Concern- 


Ing the Employes of North 


Adams Mills. 


A VERY BUSY HIVE OF INDUSTRY 


Figures From the Books of State In- 


spector Howes Showing the Number 


of DUen, Women and Children Em- 


ploded In theMIHsof This City. 


In this busy manufacturing city, where 


a large proportion of the population draws 
its support directly or indirectly from the 
sbops and mills, a statement of the num- 
ber and sex of those who are directly em* 
ployed by the manufactories ought co be 
of general interest. Happily this can be 
made by authority, as the system of in- 
spection in force in Massachusetts enables 
a complete tabulation of all persons so 
employed. Tbe following figures are from 
the books of State Inspector, J. B. Howes 
of this city, whose territory is Berkshire 
and Franklin counties, and who officially 
visits every factory and public building 
coming under bis jurisdiction twice each 
year, and as much oftener as special cir- 
cumstances may require. 
The figures 


were gathered by him in the pursuance of 
his duties tbe past year, and they show 
the normal number of employees in our 
factories.

Upon an Unoffensire Frenchman. 


An Unprovoked Attack by 


Five Italians. 


The One Who DM the Stabbing HM Not Yet 


Been Apprehended. 


BOSTON, Jnn. 28.—An unprovoked as- 


sault, which will probably result fatally, 
occurred at the North End lost night. 
The victim, Michael De Costa, is a French- 
man, Is 83 yours of age and belongs in 
Brntntroe. With a fellow countryman, 
William Levange, De Costa' left Brain- 
tree yesterday atrernoon to visit friends In 
Boat Boston. When coming back across 
tho North ferry last evening the two 
Frenchmen wore enjoying themselves, 
singing songs, etc., when a party of fl.ro 
Italians came upon them. 


Be Costa and Levauge had a few words 


with them as the party left the boat. 
On 


nenring the corner of Atlantic, avenue and 
Batter; street one of tho Italians pro- 
fanely asked De Costa what the mutter 
was with him, anil the latter quietly said 
that nothing was the matter. 


The Italian then struck De Costa, the 


blow taking effect just over his heart. Do 
Costa said nothing to indicate that he was 
stabbed, and started to run, being joined 
in flight by Levange. 
Two of the Ital- 


ians followed 
thorn toward 
Hanover 


street, and the' other three, including the 
one who did the cutting, turned into At- 
lantic avenue. 


8t»bbi>d Ne»r the Heart. 


At the corner of Hanover and Battery 


streets DC Costa clapped his hand on his 
left breast and fell to the street, with a 
gasp, snyiug that he had been stabbed. 
He was picked up and carried into a drug 
store. 


De Costa and Iievnnge were subse- 


quently removed to a police station, and 
Dr. Dunn was called. The wound was 
apparently made with a stiletto, or long,' 
narrow-blndcd knife, and was just above 
the heart. On account of its proximity to 
that organ, and also the apparent weak- 
ness of the wounded man, Dr. Dunn did 
not think it wise to probe the wonnd to 
ascertain the depth. 


He thought that De Costa's chances for 


recovery were pretty slim. 
Powerful re- 


storatives were applied and stimulants 
were given to the wounded man, for the 
purpose of bracing him up for the ride to 
tho 
Massachusetts 
general 
hospital, 


whither he was removed. 


In the meantime Lieutenant Bitter had 


been examining Levange and obtained 
from him an account of the trouble as 
stated above and a description of tho 
Italian who committed the assault. 


Tliia description was telephoned to every 


officer on duty on the division, as well as 
to the other stations. Half a dozen sus- 
pects were brought in, one at a time, and 
were held for examination. Up to the 
time of writing, however, the man who 
did tho cutting had not been found,

Tuny 
shall be offered at pur to the people of the 
United Statub in denominations ranging from 
I5J to tlUUV, and shall bear Interest at the rate 
of 8 oer cant per annum. 
Ths subscriptions to the loan, or such por- 


tion of it as may then be required, shall be 
opened July 1, 161)0, and at such subsequent 
dates as the secretary of the treasury may dti* 
termine, at all'sub-treasuries of the United 
States and all national banks, and the sub 
scribers shall have the right to pay for the 
bonds in lawful money of the United States. 


The sum of $).030,<JOO shall be annually set 


aside from the revenue of the government as a 
sinking fund to pay the bonds under this act 
at maturity, and the 41,000,«0 thus annually 
appropriated shall talce precedence of all other 
appropriations, except thos« for the sinking 
fund, now established by law, and for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the pub- 
lic debt. 


The bonds authorized by this act shall eon- 


•titute a loan to be known as the "coast de- 
fense loan,'1 and the proceeds of said bond-* 
shall be kept in the treasury as a fund apart, 
and shall be used only for providing for the 
defence of the seacoasta and lake* of thu 
United States and for the manufacture of 
guns, the purchase of sites and the erection 01 
forts and batteries for that purpose in accord- 
ance with plans prepared by the war depart- 
ment as authorized by law now or hereafter 
passed by congress to provide for coast de- 
fenses. 
Reform Demanded. 


The house, after nu interesting four- 


hour debate, adopted the resolutions 
passed by tho sc late last \vcck, calling ou i 
the powers, signatory to the treaty of Her- ] 
lin, to enforce the reforms in Turkey ' 
guaranteed to the Christian Armenians, 
and pledging the support of congress tu 
thu president in the most vigorous notion 
he might take for the protection and se- 
curity of American citizens in Turkey. 


The 
house committee had prepared 


some resolutions ou tho same subject, but 
it was deemed advisable, after the senate 
resolutions reached the house, to substi- 
tute them for those prepared bj the com- 
mittee. Mr. Qnlgg (N. T.), who hud 
charge of the bill, made an able presenta- 
tion of the case, bnt, there was a disposi- 
tion on the part of some members to pn 
farther than, tho resolutions did, and Mr. 
Hepburn (la.) proposed to give tho Turk- 
ish minister his passports and sever aH 
diplomatic relations with Turkey.

Pinar del Bio as far west as the seacoast, 
and it remains to be seen whether ths 
claim of the authorities can lie made good— 
that ha will not ba allowed to return to 
the eastward or to rejoin his forces with 
those of Gomez. 


General Canella has arrived here for a
